unacceptable." 


Goodell's testimony, sup- 


porting his bill to force complete 
U. S. withdrawal over a one- 
year period, was prepared for 
the opening of Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee hearings 
on an assortment of 10 Vietnam 
policy resolutions. 


The administration has kept 


secret its timetable for U. S. 
troop withdrawals as South 
Vietnamese forces are trained 


to take over combat duties. 
President 
Nixon 
has 
cut 


authorized troop strength by 
115,500 since he took office, and 
is planning another manpower 
announcement in April. The 
currently authorized manpower 
level is about 434,000. 


Because of the secrecy 


shielding future withdrawal 
plans, the budget Nixon sent 
Congress Monday did not 
disclose estimates of war 
spending for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1.

Between Jan. 8 - 27, more than 


34 inches of rain fell in the 
Shasta watershed 
and 2.5 


million acre-feet 
of water 


poured into Shasta Lake. For 
comparison, 
none 
of 
the 


previously heaviest storms on 
record—in 1984, M, 56,1940, had 
produced a runoff into the Lake 
of more than 1.33 million acre- 
feet. 


Normal flood control criteria, 


as developed by the Corps of 
Engine*™, required that Shaata 
Reservoir have a store** of 


approximately 3,200,000 acre- 
feet on Dec. 1. Operations were 
designed to meet this figure and 
when a storm hit on Dec. 8, the 
storage was 3,173,000 acre-feet 
or 30,000 less than required. 


The December storm period 


lasted from the 8th through the 
25th wth a total of 22.31 inches of 
rainfall. To clear space for the 
next storm releases up to as high 
as 35,000 cubic feet per second 
were made and gradually 
reduced to 14,000 by Jan. 3. 


The 
maximum 
storage 


achieved during the December 
storm at Shasta was about 
3,487,000 acre-feet on the 2Xrd. In 
anticipation of additional rain in 
January, the Shasta storage waa 
drawn down beneath the 


3,200,000 storage level 
to 


3,153,000 by Jan. 8, when the 
storm started. This storm lasted 
through the 27th with over 34 
inches of rain. 


Peak inflow of 210,000 c.f.s. 


occurred on January 23, a new 
record. The old record at 201,000 
c.f.s. 
inflow was set 
on 


December 22, 1955. During this 
peak of 210,000 at Shasta, if the 
dam had not been built, flows of 
over 200,000 c.f.s. in Reading 
and 280,000 at Red Bluff would 
have occurred.

The excessive inflows to 


Shasta Lake and the excessive 
encroachment required the 
maximum release 
to the

and Keswick of about 79,000

If the high releases had not 


been maintained, one more day 
of heavy rainfall as had been 
occurring during the previous 
week could have filled 
the 


reservoir and caused a major 
uncontrolled spill. 


A major restriction governing 


releases was the Sacramento 
River flows at Bend Bridge The 
Corps of Engineers' flood 
control criteria limited flows at 
Bend Bridge to not greater than 


100,000 c.f.s. This restriction was 
raised to 140,000 by the Corps on 
January 24 when Bend Bridge 
peaked at about 160,000 c.f.s. at 
6:00 a.m. on the 24th. This was 
coincident with our Keswick 
releases of 15,000 c.f.s. 


With the concurrence of the 


Corps of Engineers, the releases 
at Keswick were reduced to 
70,000, Feb. 1, at the time when 
Shasta storage was down to 
4,000,000. On Feb. 2, releases, 
were being reduced to 60,000 at 
the rate of 1,000 c.f.s. every two 
hours.

Flood control releases from 
Keswick

reduced this week following the 
heaviest runoff of flood waters 
in the history of Shasta Dam. 
Between Jan. 8-27, more than 
34 inches of rain fell in the 
Shasta 
watershed 
and 2.5 
million acre-feet of water 
poured into Shasta Lake. For 
comparison, 
none 
of 
the 
previously heaviest storms on 
record — in 1964, 58, 55,1940, had 
produced a runoff into the Lake 
of more than 1.33 million acre- 
feet. 
Normal flood control criteria, 
as developed by the Corps of 
Engineers, required that Shasta 
Reservoir have a storage of 


approximately 3,200,000 acre- 
feet on Dec. 1. Operations were 
designed to meet this figure and 
when a storm hit on Dec. 8, the 
storage was 3,173,000 acre-feet 
or 30,000 less than required. 
The December storm period 
lasted from the 8th through the 
25th wth a total of 22.31 inches of 
rainfall. To clear space for the 
next storm releases up to as high 
as 35,000 cubic feet per second 
were made and gradually 
reduced to 14,000 by Jan. 3. 
The 
maximum 
storage 
achieved during the December 
storm at Shasta was about 
3,497,000 acre-feet on the 23rd. In 
anticipation of additional rain in 
January, the Shasta storage was 
drawn 
down 
beneath 
the 


3.200.000 
storage 
level 
to 
3.153.000 by Jan. 8, when the 
storm started. This storm lasted 
through the 27th with over 34 
inches of rain. 
Peak inflow of 210,000 c.f.s. 
occurred on January 23, a new 
record. The old record at 201,000 
c.f.s. 
inflow 
was 
set 
on 
December 22, 1955. During this 
peak of 210,000 at Shasta, if the 
dam had not been built, flows of 
over 200,000 c.f.s. in Redding 
and 290,000 at Red Bluff would 
have occurred. 
On Jan. 27 maximum storage 
reached 4.311,000 a.f., about 
1.100.000 more than what is 
allowed under the Corps of 
Engineers’ 
flood 
control 
criteria. 


The excessive inflows to 
Shasta Lake and the excessive 
encroachment required the 
maximum 
release 
to 
the 
Sacramento River from Shasta 
and Keswick of about 79,000 
c.f.s. during the period from 
Jan. 24, - Feb. 1. 
If the high releases had not 
been maintained, one more day 
of heavy rainfall as had been 
occurring during the previous 
week could have

uncontrolled spill. 
A major restriction governing 
releases was the Sacramento 
River flows at Bend Bridge. The

Sacram ento River are being 
reduced this week following the 
heaviest runoff of flood waters 
in the history of Shasta Dam. 
Between Jan. 8-27. more than 
34 inches of rain fell in the 
Shasta 
w atershed 
and 
2.5 
m illion 
acre-feet of 
w ater 
poured into Shasta Lake. For 
com parison, 
none 
of 
the 
previously heaviest storm s on 
record— in 1964, 58, 55, 1940, had 
produced a runoff into the Lake 
of more than. 1.33 million acre- 
feet. 
Normal flood control criteria, 
as developed by the Corps of 
Engineers, required that Shasta 
Reservoir have a storage of 


approximately 3.200,000 acre- 
feet on Dec. I. Operations were 
designed to meet this figure and 
when a storm hit on Dec. 8. the 
storage was 3,173,000 acre-feet 
or 30.000 less than required. 
The December storm period 
lasted from the 8th through the 
25th wth a total of 22.31 inches of 
rainfall. To clear space for the 
next storm releases up to as high 
as 35.000 cubic feet per second 
w ere 
m ade 
and 
gradually 
reduced to 14,000 by Jan. 3 
The 
m axim um 
storage 
achieved during the December 
storm a t Shasta 
was about 
3,497.000 acre-feet on the 23rd. In 
anticipation of additional rain in 
January. the Shasta storage was 
draw n 
down 
beneath 
the 


3.200.000 
sto rag e 
level 
to 
3.153.000 by Jan. 8, when the 
storm started. This storm lasted 
through the 27th with over 34 
inches of rain. 
Peak inflow of 210,000 c.f.s. 
occurred on January 23, a new 
record. The old. record at 201,000' 
c.f.s. 
inflow 
was 
set 
on 
December 22, 1955. During this 
peak of 210,000 at Shasta, if the 
dam had not been built, flows of 
over 200,000 c.f.s. in Redding 
and 290,000 a t Red Bluff would 
have occurred. 
On Jan.. 27 maximum storage 
reached 4.311.000 a f , about 
1.100.000 more than what is 
allowed under the Corps of 
E ngineers’ 
flood 
control 
criteria. 


The excessive inflows to 
Shasta Lake and the excessive 
encroachm ent required the 
m axim um 
release 
to 
the 
Sacram ento River from Shasta 
and Keswick of about 79,000 
c.f.s. during the period from 
Jan. 24, - Feb. 1. 
If the high releases had not 
been maintained, one more day 
of heavy rainfall as had been 
occurring during the previous 
week 
could have 
filled 
the 
reservoir and caused a major 
uncontrolled spill. 
A 'major res trie lion governing 
releases was the Sacramento 
River flows at Bend Bridge. The 
C orps 
of 
E ngineers’ 
flood 
control criteria limited flows at 
Bend Bridge to not greater than 


100,000 c.f.s. This restriction was 
raised to 140,000 by the Corps on 
January 24 when Bend Bridge 
peaked at about 160,000 c.f.s. at 
6:00 a.m. on the 24th. This was 
coincident with our Keswick 
releases of 15,000 c.f.s. 


With the concurrence of the 
Corps of Engineers, the releases 
at Keswick were reduced to 
70.000, Feb. 1, at the time when 
Shasta storage was down to

NEW YORK (AP)— In 1962, 
Americans not only were drink- 
ing a lot of coffee but were 
tending to drink it black and bit- 
ter, using less cream and sugar 
than in previous years. 


Per capita 
consumption by 


persons 10 years or older rose 
to 3.12 cups a day that year, 
and the coffee break had become 
an American institution equi- 
valent to the British tea. 
E v e r y t h i n g indicated that 
America's fondness for the bev- 
erage was a long-term agree- 
ment 
and that it could get 


strcugftr and stronger. Coffee 
was, in fact, considered by 
many to be the national drink. 
Everything was perking, so to 
speak, and the coffee producers 
basked in the aroma of success. 
Well, for reasons that seem to 
be tied up with America's cu- 
riously changing habits, and 
with a little prodding from mak- 
ers of other drinks, the love af- 
fair has cooled considerably. 


— By 1969 Americans still were 
drinking a lot of coffee —some- 
thing like 2.8 billion pounds a 
year — but per capita consump- 
tion had dropped to 2.68 cups a 
day. The coffee Industry clearly 
had serious problems. 
They had reason to be upset. 
Prices have remained nearly 
stable, a pound averaging 68,8 
cents in 1959 and 71 cents in 
1969, despite inflation. And the 
twice a day coffee break had 
even been written into some un- 
ion contracts. 


A marketing man was asked to 


explain the change, and he re- 
plied; "There is only so much 
liquid a human can be expected 
to consume. It is not a growing 
market, people drink the same 
amount of liquids year in and 
year out, 
"The problem with coffee," 


he continued, "is that it is los- 
ing its share of the liquid in- 
take of Americans to other bev- 
erages, 
but mainly 
to soft 


drinks." Even during the so- 
called coffee breaks. 


The 
statistics tend to bear 


him out. Back in 195S, Amer- 
icans 
consumed about 184.2 


bottles of soft drinks a day. By 
1969, per capita consumption is 
estimated to have reached 355 
bottles, or nearly one a day. 
Put In more colossal terms, 


Americans in 1955 consumed 
only 1.264 billion cases of soda 
or tonic or pop or whatever you 
call it. By 1969, that figure 
had grown to 2.985 billion cas- 
es and was rising steadily. 
Audit & Surveys Inc., one of 
the nation's largest marketing 
research organizations, took on 
the problem of discovering how 
the change came about, and it 
found that; 
"Today's youth-oriented pop- 
ulation associates coffee drink- 
ing with an older age group while 
it links soft drinks with the 
more exciting and swinging part 
of the national scene." 
Solomon Dutka, 
president, 


claims that his research shows 
people do not have a natural 
"coffee tooth" in the same way

Americans' Love Affair With Coffee Cools

NEW YORK (AP)— 
In 1962, 
Americans not only were drink­ 
ing a lot of coffee but were 
tending to drink it black and bit­ 
ter, using less cream and sugar 
than in previous years. 
Per capita 
consumption by 
persons 10 years or older rose 
to 3.12 cups a day that year, 
and the coffee break had become 
an 
American Institution equi­ 
valent to the British tea. 
E v e r y t h i n g indicated that 
A m erica's fondness for the bev­ 
erage was a long-term agree­ 
ment 
and 
that it could 
get 
stronger and stronger. Coffee 
was, 
in fact, considered by 
many to be the national drink. 
Everything was perking, so to 
speak, and the coffee producers 
basked in the aroma of su ccess. 
W ell, for reasons that seem to 
be tied up with A m erica's cu­ 
riously changing habits, 
anil 
with a little prodding from mak­ 
ers of other drinks, the love af­ 
fair has cooled considerably. 


— By 1969 Americans still were 
drinking a lot of coffee —som e­ 
thing like 2.8 billion pounds a 
year — but per capita consump­ 
tion had dropped to 2.68 cups a 
day. The coffee industry clearly 
had serious problems. 
They had reason to be upset. 
Prices have remained nearly 
stable, a pound averaging 68.8 
cents in 1959 and 71 cents In 
1969, despite inflation. And the 
twice a day coffee break had 
even been written into some un­ 
ion contracts. 
A marketing man was asked to 
explain the change, and he re ­ 
plied; “ There is only so much 
liquid a human can be expected 
to consume. It is not a growing 
market, people drink the same 
amount of liquids year in and 
year out. 
“ The problem with coffee,” 
he continued, “ is that it is lo s­ 
ing its share of the liquid in­ 
take of Americans to other bev­ 
erages, 
but 
mainly 
to soft 
drinks.” Even during the so - 
called coffee breaks. 


The 
statistics tend to bear 
him out. Back in 1955, Amer­ 
icans 
consumed about 184.2 
bottles of soft drinks a day. By 
1969, per capita consumption is 
estimated to have reached 355 
bottles, or nearly one a day. 
Put in more colossal terms, 
Americans in 1955 consumed 
only 1.264 billion cases of soda 
or tonic or pop or whatever you 
call 
it. By 1969, *hat figure 
had grown to 2.985 billion ca s­ 
es and was rising steadily. 
Audit & Surveys Inc., one of 
the nation's largest marketing 
research organizations, took on 
the problem of discovering how 
the change came about, and it 
found that: 
“Today’s youth-oriented pop­ 
ulation associates coffee drink­ 
ing with an older age group while 
it links soft drinks with the 
more exciting and swinging part 
of the national scene.” 
Solomon Dutka, 
president, 
claim s that his research shows 
people do not have a natural 
“ coffee tooth” in the sam e way 


they have a sweet tooth. It is an 
acquired taste, he asserts, cit­ 
ing a study that shows taste was 
the most common reason for 
both drinking and not drinking 
coffee. 
In other words, people must 
be taught and encouraged to 
drink coffee, he told a meeting 
of the National Coffee A ssocia­ 
tion. And how do you do this? 
“ By pushing people over the 
‘taste threshhold’ at a younger 
age.” 
Based on existing consumpt­ 
ion patterns, he said, “ convert­ 
ing people to coffee cxily two 
and a half years sooner would 
increase U. S. coffee consump­ 
tion by 10 per cent.” 
After that, the marketing man 
suggested, 
the industry must 
adapt itself to modem habits. 
It must, in the manner of soft 
drinks, offer flavor 
options.

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Why Detour By Way Of Mars? 


Space activities, we are told in loud and sometimes vehement 


tones, are not competing with programs of ecological improvement 
or social betterment And it is pointed out that great advances in the 
fields of natural sciences, transportation and medicine are by- 
products of the space program. The inference seems to be that we 
must continue to spend billions on the space program because the 
world is desperately in need of new knowledge and new techniques 
that are being developed in that way. But that seems like reaching a 
long way for justification. 


We don't question the argument that the space studies have greatly 


increased our field of knowledge. It may well be, too, that some 
knowledge may have been gained by the space program which could 
have been gained in no other way. But it is doubtful if there is much 
such knowledge. It seems like a long way around to seek medical 
knowledge by way of the moon and Mars. It would make much more 
sense to most of us if the billions of dollars spent on research were 
aimed directly at medical knowledge as applied to our problems on 
earth, and then if there is a by-product of that to use it in a future 
space program. It would make more sense to make the thing that is 
most important to us the main project instead of a by-product. 


They are, as enthusiastic proponents of an ambitious and speeded 


space program declare, sweeping tasks to be undertaken in which 
techniques learned in far voyages beyond the earth's atmosphere 
can help. There is need for purification of our waters and providing 
water for arid regions by desalting the sea. There is need for a 
revitalization of the earth's transportation system. Those problems 
and a lot more are truly pressing. Why not attack them with all the 
energy at our command? And unless there is some reason for going 
to Mars to solve them that is not apparent to most of us now, let's 
save such side trips until later. We should have learned a few things 
by that time that will make the trip much easier.

the suave Herrera to use the 
bank to polish his personal 
image. Most of the misused 
money, of course, was bestowed 
upon the bank by the American 
taxpayers. 


During Herrera's 10-year 


reign as the bank's first 
president, its funds, have been 
put to uses never intended by the 
governments, which put up the 
money to stimulate economic 
development in Latin America. 
For example, Herrera used 
bank money to mortgage his 
swanky home in an exclusive 
Washington neighborhood. 


The bank's funds have also 


been used to publish three slick 
editions of Herrera's long- 
winded speeches. And his deeds 
are prominently displayed in an 
impressive ream of costly bank

newsletters, periodicals, and 
other publications. Indeed, the 
bank shelled out $268,000 last 
year on printing alone. 


BOOTSTRAP ECONOMIST 


Although he holds no graduate 


degrees in economics and his 
theories are taken seriously few 
places outside the bank, Herrera 
travels far and wide, to pon- 
tificate about them. In one case, 
the bank shelled out $7,000 to 
finance a frivolous three-day 
seminar in Mexico City where 
Herrera held forth at length 
about what might happen in 
Latin America in the next 33 
years. 


Because Herrera is absolute 


boss at the bank, little is ac- 
complished during his frequent 
absences. This contributes to a 
frantic year-end rush to approve 
tens of millions in loans. In one 
year when Herrera's junkets 
were particularly numerous, 
approximately $140 million in 
loans were rammed through the 
board of directors in the final ten 
days of December. 


When he is not publishing or 


traveling, Herrera finds other 
ways to fritter away the bank's 
resources. For instance, the 
bank's present headquarters in 
Washington 
is 
reliably 


estimated to be worth between 
$7.5 million and $8 million. Yet 
Herrera paid nearly $10 million 
for it five years ago, when it was 
worth even less. 


Not satisfied with wasting 


several million dollars on the 
present headquarters, Herrera 
recently sought to purchase a 
fabulous new building which 
would have cost $35 million. 
Aside from the fat price, the 
deal would have required the 
bank to loan the builders $19 
million, a transaction that would 
hardly 
have 
aided 
the 


development of Latin America. 
Last-minute U. S. objections 
headed off the deal. 


$40,000 PENTHOUSE SUITE 


Herrera has a plush suite of 


offices on the bank's llth floor, 
but these became inadequate for 
his expensive tastes. So he 
rented and remodeled the 
penthouse of the office building 
next door, and ordered a special 


entrance constructed. 


The new mite contains four 


dining rooms and a richly ap- 
pointed office that, to the 
knowledge of bank employes, 
has never been used by anyone. 
The whole project cost at least 
$40,000 and left the bank with no 
more dining space than it had in 
its old dining quarters, which 
were remodeled for other uses. 


More serious than the per- 


sonal ways in which Herrera has 
thrown around the bank's 
money are the slipshod lending 
practices he has tolerated. 
These came to light in a con- 
fidential report, kept under 
wraps since it was written in 
1MB by a prominent consultant 
hired by the bank. 


The report found that: 
— The bank staff did not 


carefully study the way com- 
panies applying for loans were 
operated and customarily made 
"unsubstantiated 
laudatory 


statements about borrower 
management." 


— The bank lacked "a loan 


information system sufficiently 
comprehensive to cover its 
needs." 


WORKING IN DARK 


—The bank had no staff 


capable of making a proper 
market study, which is essential 
to consideration of any loan. 


— Once the bank decided to 


study a 
loan 
application 


seriously, there was almost no 
chance the loan could be 
disapproved. 


The result of these gross 


deficiencies, the report found, 
was that a high percentage of 
the bank's loans were spent on 
projects that failed or ran into 
serious trouble. 


In the face of this ringing 


indictment, some reforms have 
been made at the bank, in- 
cluding the establishment of a 
more professional staff. But 
many of the criticisms in the 
report are still valid today. 


NOTE: This column sought to 


reach Herrera for comment 
about his activities but he was 
off on another junket. A bank 
official said he was half-way 
between Europe and Venezuela 
and would not be back for a 
week.

Permit the police to break down 
your door and flood into your 
living room, and you permit 
police to intrude on — con- 
ceivably the most intimate 
moments 
of 
one's 
life. 


Moreover, if you will permit the 
police to do what the proposed 
law would permit them to do in 
search of heroin, what will the 
government, in the days ahead, 
invoke so dangerous a precedent 
in behalf of? The search of 
husbands who have deserted 
their wives? Of wives who have 
failed to pay their 
traffic 


summons for double parking? 


The supporters of the bill

prosecutors to have tangible 
proof of the felony they are 
pursuing. The equivalent, where

The philosophical argument of 


the critics comes down to the 
proposition that if you give the 
government an inch, it will take 
a mile.

categorical level, to deny the 
government, as a matter of 
principle, any aggrandizement 
whatever of its power, the 
question remains: What are we 
to do about a situation which all 
parties deplore. Namely, the 
failure of the government to stop 
the spread of addiction, which is 
responsible for the acutest 
human suffering in the free 
world, the highest incentive to 
crime (in New York City alone it 
is estimated that one half the 
crime is caused by addicts 
desperately in search of the 
means of nourishing their 
habit), and the greatest source 
of the spiritual despair of decent 
people (devoted parents who 
send their 14-year-old children 
to schools which are havens for 
bustlers of this poison). 


The liberals are caught in the 


interesting inconsistency of 
admiring a Constitution which is 
infinitely resilient when it is 
used to promote whatever social 
goals they were after at a 
particular moment, but denying 
the Constitution's resilience 
when the objective is — the 
enforcement of the law. Con- 
servatives, who sometimes 
suffer from an incapacity to 
escape from ideology, need to 
consider the problem in terms of 
the maximization of human 
freedom.

t I AM overwhelmed by the 
number of letters that come 
to me from all over the world 
from women who live in ter- 
ror about cancer of the breast. 
One woman from Chicago 
wrote a poignant letter in 
which she said, "Every morn- 
ing and every night of my life 
I 
thoroughly 


examine 
my- 


self, seeking a 
lump in my 
breast. I know 
it has wrought 
havoc on my 
life, and yet 
my fear grows 
worse, and I 
do not know- 
where to turn 
for some sense 
of peace." This 


is a sad story and is probably 
one of the greatest penalties 
all of us pay, because we have 
been bombarded by statistics 
of death and destruction that 
are more fearsome than real.

dining rooms and a richly ap­ 
pointed office that, to the 
knowledge of bank employes, 
has never been used by anyone 
The whole project cost at least 
$40,000 and left the bank with no 
more dining space than it had in 
its old dining quarters, which 
were remodeled for other uses.

The supporters of the bill

situation is the actual stash of 
heroin. Now inasmuch as the

Man Gaining Ground On Horse 


OCALA,Fla. (AP)—Man still 


can travel a mile on horseback 
much faster than he can on foot, 
but in the past 100 years he's 
gained ground over his four- 
legged friend. 


In 1875 the world speed record 


for man on horseback was 
1:41',4, set by an unidentified 
fellow on a horse named Kadi. 
At that time the record for a 
man on foot was 4:24%, set by 
Walter Slade of England. 


The present record for a mile 


by a horse is 1:32 1-5, held by a 
horse named Dr. Pager with 
Braulio Baeza aboard. The 
present record for man on foot is 
3:511-5, set by Jim Ryun of the 
United States. 


Thus, while the horse has 


improved his speed for the mile 
by about nine seconds, man has 
upped his speed by 33 seconds. 


There may not be a definitive 


explanation for man's gain, but 
the answer seems simple to Dr. 
Fager's trainer, John Nerud. 


"The training techniques of 


preparing an athlete for track 
and field events has been 
greatly improved even over the 
last 10 years," Nerud said, 
"while horse trainers perfected 


their art the latter part of the 
19th and early part of the 20th 
century. 


"Also, in the last few years 


, there has been a great im- 
provement in the speed of the 
racing surface for a man. For a 
long time be was running on 
cinders; now he is on a hopped- 
up track. Horses have been 
racing on the same kind of dirt 
brack for almost a century." 


Another important factor, 


said Nerud, is that track and 
field athletes may use drugs, but 


drugs are outlawed in horse 
racing. 


"It is significant that the horse 


cracked the great speed barrier, 
the 1:35 mile, in 1932 where man 
didn't beat the four minute mile 
until 27 years later," Nerud 
said. 


Experts agree that Dr.

(AP)-M an still 
can travel a mile on horseback 
much faster than he can on foot, 
but in the past 100 years he’s 
gained ground over his four . 
legged friend 
In 1875 the world speed record 
for man 
on horseback was 
1 :41*4, set by an unidentified 
fellow on a horse named Kadi. 
At that time the record for a 
man on foot was 4:244, set by 
Walter Slade of England 
The present record for a mile 
by a horse is 1:32 1-5, held by a 
horse named Dr, Eager with 
Braulio Baeza aboard. The 
present record for man on foot is 
3:51 1-5, set by Jim Ryun of the 
United States. 
Thus, while the horse has 
improved his speed for the mile 
by about nine seconds, man has 
upped his speed by 33 seconds. 
There may not be a definitive 
explanation for man’s gain, but 
the answer seems simple to Dr. 
Fager’s trainer, John Nerud. 
"The training techniques of 
preparing an athlete for track 
and field events has been 
greatly improved even over the 
last 10 years,” Nerud said, 
“while horse trainers perfected 


their art the latter part of the 
19th and early part of the 20th 
century, 
"Also, in the last few years 
there has been a great im­ 
provement in the speed of the 
racing surface for a man. For a 
long time he was running on 
cinders; now he is on a hopped- 
up track. Horses have been 
racing on the same kind of dirt 
track for almost a century.” 
Another im portant factor, 
said Nerud, is that track and 
field athletes may use drugs, but 
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outlawed in horse 
drugs are 
racing 
"It is significant that the horse 
cracked the great speed barrier, 
the 1:35 mile, in 1932 where man 
didn’t beat the four minute mile 
until 27 years later,” Nerud 
said.

Dr. 
Fager’s mile record was by far 
the most impressive. He carried 
132 pounds — two more than any 
other record-breaker — and won

WASHINGTON — California 


Congressman "Bizx" Johnson 
said the courts are a major 
reason why efforts to cope with 
the flood of pornography in the 
mails have failed. 


Johnson made the observation 


when he testified before a House 
committee hearing on the 
matter, declaring: 


"Attempts by 13 states to curb 


pornography have been cast 
aside by court rulings." 


Johnson said that during the 


last three years, the Post Office 
Department has received about 
a half million complaints about 
pornographic mail. 


"It appears that smut ped- 


dlers are trying to place their 
produce into every California 
home, regardless of who lives 
there, young or old, married or 
single," the congressman said. 


The Californian said the 


matter had reached "desperate 
proportions," that the federal 
government must step up its 
fight on mail filth. 


He estimated there were 200 


companies producing what he 
termed "hard core filth and said 
California was getting a bad 
image as "Smut Capitol of the 
United States." 


Johnson said he had received 


numerous letters of complaint 
from constituents, and be quoted 
from some of the letters: 


One writer said it was the first 


time he was grateful for not 
having home mail delivery, and 
another said he dreaded going to 
the mail box. 


"We understand California is 


considered the Smut Capitol of 
the United States," one letter 
stated "Is there any way we can 
change this infamous honor?" 


Another said, "With all due 


allowances for the new era in 
which we find ourseves, I feel 
the subject mailing is about the 
most offensive and generally 
reprehensive piece of direct 
mail that it has been my 
misfortune to receive." 


A number of congressional

WASHINGTON — California 
Congressman “ Bizz” Johnson 
said the courts are a major 
reason why efforts to cope with 
the flood of pornography in the 
mails have failed. 
Johnson made the observation 
when he testified before a House

“Attempts by 13 states to curb 
pornography have been cast 
aside by court rulings." 
Johnson said that during the 
last three years, the Post Office 
Departm ent has received about 
a half million complaints about 
pornographic mail. 
“ It appears th*.t sm ut ped­ 
dlers are trying to place their 
produce into every California 
home, regardless of who lives 
there, young or old, m arried or 
single," the congressm an said. 
The C alifornian said 
the 
m atter had reached “ desperate 
proportions," that the federal 
government must step up its 
fight on mail filth. 


He estim ated there were 200 
companies producing what he 
termed “ hard core filth and said 
California was getting a bad 
image as “Smut Capitol of the 
United States." 
Johnson said he had received 
numerous letters of complaint 
from constituents, and he quoted 
from some of the letters: 
One writer said it was the first 
time he was grateful for not 
having home mail delivery, and 
another said he dreaded going to 
the mail box. 


“We understand California is 
considered the Sm ut Capitol of 
the United States,” one letter 
stated. “ Is there any way we can 
change this infamous honor?”

Grazing Fee Decision 
Hailed By Johnson 


"One of the most important 


developments of the past few 
days, as far as the Second 
Congressional District is con- 
cerned," Congressman Harold 
T. "Bizz" Johnson declared

a few days ago confirms this and 
postpones this year's increase in 
order that the Public Land Law 
Commission views may be 
received and reviewed by 
Congress before a further 
decision is made in connection 
with grazing fees. 


"The two departments control 


virtually all federally-owned 
grazing lands and in California 
many livestock operators are 
dependent upon these lands for 
operations because so much of 
California is under federal 
ownership.
